Most of the machine guns used 
in Ihe British army are water 
cooled. The steam given off by the 
water, which is boiled through the 
beat of tiring, is liable to betray 

the position of the gun, however, 

and for some time Inventors have 
been busy inventing an air-cooled 
machine. 

They have been successful, and 
the Lewis air-cooled gun is now 
nsen by British soldiers. The 
Is gun weighs only Wj4 pounds, 
but it can be fired from the 
shoulder. 

It very much resembles, in- 
deed, an ordinary rifle, but it 
a horizontal revolving maga- 
zine above the trigger, and the 
barrel is four inches in diameter on 
t In' outside, appearing much bigger 
than that of a rifle. 

The gun is air-cooled by a 

sheath of aluminum, with radiating 

an electric fan. This 

sheath extends beyond the actual 

barrel of the gun.

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Whethbr or not the term 
"congenitally " deaf is accurate or 
misleading, the educational experts 
can decide for themselves. That a 
child was "born deaf " is correct, 
because all babies are born deaf. 
But whether the development of the 
auditory apparatus and the nerves of 
audition were arrested by some 
after-birth cause, or the deafness is 
a result of the malformation of the 
inner ear, it is impossible to definite- 
ly decide, j Carelessness in handling 
an infant, drafts while bathing it, 
might very reasonably be the cause 
of permanent deafness. Anyhow, it 
is certain that heredity plays a 
smaller part in the production of "a 
deaf variety of the human race n I could give him but little relief 



be organized and built up out of 
mere brain-pulp, so that it is usual- 
ly six to nine months before sounds 
can have any very definite meaning 
to a baby — and then he soon begins 
to talk. One of tbe reasons why he 
is " dumb" for so many moons after 
birth is that he is deaf and unable 
to hear himself talk, in the sense of 
recognizing any differences between 
sounds except those of loudness or 
shrillness/' 



Obituary 

Moses Heyman. 

The death of Moses Heyman last 
week removed, from the community 
of the deaf of New York, a most 
popular and and intelligent gentle- 
man. 

He was educated at Fan wood, 
from 1852 to 1865, and all his life 
after graduation was lived in the 
metropolis. 

Moses Heyman was born on the 
2 1 st of August, 1844, and died athis 
home at io2d street and Central 
Park West, on the first day of May, 
19 16. His death was caused by 
sarcoma — a form of cancer. 

For quite a while previous to his 
departure for the transcontin* 
trip to San Francisco last summer, 
he complained of occasional pains in 
his back, which he thought was 
rheumatism. They increased in 
frequency and severity, and he was 
obliged to return home early in 
ember, although it was planned 
that the tour with his wife and her 
sister should extend a few weeks 
beyond that date. 

From the Grand Central Station in 
New York he was carefully taken to 
his home in a limousine, and physi- 
cians were summoned, who diagnosed 
his case as chronic pleurisy. He did 
not seem to rally sufficiently to 
justify a return to health, so the 
specialists were engaged and all 
that money and medical science 
could do for him was done. Ik- 
spent several days at a hospital, and 
his lungs were tapped and relieved of 
the oppressive fluid. On his return 
home he seemed somewhat improv- 
ed, but in a short time the aggravat- 
ing conditions returned. The spe- 
cialists at the New York Cancer I 
pital examined him, but apparently

than has been ascribed to it. 

Some of the so-called "horn 
deaf" are deficient in equilibrium. 
All of those who became deaf by 
sickness in girlhood, boyhood, or 
later years, are likewise unable to 
maintain their balance in the dark, 
or in broad daylight with their 
eyes closed. That is, they walk 
crookedly (some even stagger in 
their walk) when it is too dark 
for the eyes to help them maintain 
the proper bodily poise. 

So it has been the writer's custom 
to form conculsions upon the point 
of "congenital" deafness by asking 
if the individual could walk straight 
in the dark. 

In the Sunday American the 
celebrated physician, Dr. Woods 
Hutchinson, has a lengthy article 
from which we take the following: — 

" It came as a terrible shock to 
baby worshippers, when it was dis- 
covered by exact and cold-blooded 
hearing tests nearly thirty years ago 
that a new-born infant was practi- 
cally and entirely deaf, save to sounds 
loud enough to shake the walls of 
the room, until it was] nearly ten 
days old. 

" This was found to be due to the 
imperfect development of the ear- 
drum. But the nerves and brain 
centres concerned in hearing were 
even more backward, and for sev- 
eral weeks the new arrival on our 
planet pays very little attention to 
sounds of any sort except v. 

aid and sudden enough to startle 
adults. So that painful as the disil- 
lusionment may be, much of the 
crooning songs and sweet notb; 
poured into the little pink ear are 
blissfully wasted, so far as the 
tended audience is concerned. They 
don't even go in at one ear and out 
at the other, or leave deep, subcon- 
scious memories, which will wake 
and vibrate in later years, for 
both ears are blocked. But the 
crooning will probably continue to 
goon just the same, for the sheer 
joy of 

• ature, who never wattes her 
by doing anything too ' pre- 
viously' — quite unlike some child- 
trainers and pedagogues — allows 
him to be born with an ear-drum 
so soft, and the cavity behind it so

Moses Heyman passed away in 
his seventy-third year. Looking 
upon him as he lay in his casket, he 
did not appear half that age.
